_ Discontent within the Labour Party with the 
Government's failure to implement their election 
picdges on Palestine is growing. At a meeting of 
the Parliamentary Labour Party held in private 
on Wednesday, angry specches were made con- 
Cemning this failure of the Government to adopt 
the policy of creating a Jewish State. 
_ If promises of an early announcement of a long- 
‘erm policy are not fulfilled, the Party Whip may 
be unable to prevent Labour. M.P.s from attacking 
the Government in Parliament. It is estimated 
that about half of the Labour Party is thoroughly 
dissatisfied with the present policy of endless delay 
and drift. 

_ Rumours that Mr. Bevin intends to play for more 
lime by putting out a modified version of the 
Morrison Plan for limited federal autonomy have 
been circulating. Should this prove to be the case, 
‘( may lead to an open split in the Party. 

Responsibility for long-term policy is once again 
being carried by the Foreign Office. Considerations 
of Middle East politics and strategy are weighing 
more heavily than election pledges.

FRENCH JEWS FEAR NAZI REVIVAL 


[From our Own: Correspondent-—P aris] 
The latest discoveries of the activities of the 
Fascist “ underground in Europe have brought 


to the surface once more all the hidden fears of a 


Fascist revival in France. Especially shocked are 
the survivors of French Jewry, who had hoped 
that all danger was past and that they could 
concentrate on building anew their shattered 
lives. 


According to views expressed in not only the 
French press, but also in the press of Belgium, 
Switzerland, and Sweden, the underground activities 
are directed by Martin Bormann, Deputy-Fubrer, 
who, it is declared, travels freely all over Europe. 
His face is said to have been changed by a plastic 
operation, and he uses a false name and papers. 
His organisation is alleged to have vast tunds, 
which were deposited in foreign banks under the 
names of nationals of these countries, often Fascist 
sympathisers or sometimes people withoyt any 
political past. A whole network of organisers and 
scientists, politicians and journalists, were sent 
abroad before the collapse of Germany. The 
majority of them are now in Sweden, Spam, and 
South America. In France, as in “Germany, many 
Fascists are still in safe hiding--even to-day the

Nazi underground organisation is powerful enough 
to save guilty men 

The prevailing mood in France is illustrated by 
a recent police raid on the offices and hostels of the 


French-Jewish relief organisation C.OSAJO.R., 
for the purpose of finding high-ranking Nazis 
posing as Jewish refugees. ltogether, ten such 


men received help from the Jewish relief organisa- 
tion. Three of them were found in one of the 
hostels, and ghe names of the others were dis- 
covered on the hostel register. One of the three 
captives, who arrived with his wife and child, was 
found to be receiving 4,000 francs monthly. 
Another, who according to the police, is leader 
of the Nazi agents im France, until recently 
received all his clothing from the C OS AJOR. 

The Nazis are working in other ways, too 
Le Poputamre recently criticised the French military 
authorities severely for permitting hundreds of §$.S. 
The town 
of Saigon, in Indo-China, is the only place in the 
world, says the paper. where the Horst Wessel song 
is stil] sung freely in the streets. 

The reaction of public opinion in France is still 
more bitter at the recent news of the legislation 
of the “National Democratic: Party” in. the 
American zone This is considered to be only a 
cover name for the old National Socialist Party.

He was, Ne went on, shortly leaving for Palestine 


and he was conscious of the fact that it was not 
exactly a pleasure trip. But he hoped the reports 
they had received were greatly cxaggerated and 
that this mehtmare that was gomng on would pass 

Referring to the debate that took place the pre- 
vious Friday in the House of Commons, he said 
that everybody agreed that the root of all the 
trouble was the White Paper. There was no docu- 
ment that had ever been written which had caused 
«> much distress and trouble 

It stood in flagrant contradicwon to the pro- 
gramme outlined by the Balfour Declaration and 
the Mandate This document was something 
which would make out of Palestine another piece 

They had poured out their energy, Dr. Weiz- 
mann said: they had mustered their best forces 
hecause they believed that there lay their destiny, 
and because they believed that they could build up 
a normal life. And what they had created bore 
all the signs of normality. The White Paper. was 
about to destroy all that had been created 

The Balfour Declaration, he continued, meant 
a partnership between them, the British people, and 
the British Government. But this allance or part- 


nership had been frustrated by the White Paper

umd oof was the task of the Zionist Organisation. 
and particularly of the Zionist Federation, to do 
their utmost to restore normal relations between

Ihe White Paper, Dr. Weizmann declared, had 
io be removed, and he hoped thai those who were 
negotiating with the Government would try to make 
this removal a necessary prerequisite for any further 
Zaonmst work m the building of Palestine The 
White Paper was doubly harsh because u had 
come when they were at ther darkest hour 

A new agreement between them and the British 
(Gsovernment, he said, was likely to come about 
He did not know what it was likely to be. He was 
not venturme to advise the Executive, but there 
were several fundamental conditions which were 
necessary im order to bring about the resumption 
and the establishment of normality,. both im 
Palesuine and in England 

The first was either to. re-establish the working 
of the Mandate in the letter and the spirit. He 
knew that the current of thought in England, 
particularly. in Government circles, was that the 
Mandate was not workable. 

“ Quite frankly,” said Dr. Weizmann, “1 have 

not seen any ftundamental reasons which would 
force me to beleve that this 1s a right view.” 
Of course, he said, the more time that clapsed 
and the more acute the conditions became the 
more unworkable the Mandate would become. But 
with a certain amount of good will on both sides, 
he saw no reason why the Mandate could not work 
in 1947 as u had worked. It had worked tolerably 
well and in spite of a great many difficulties and in 
spite of the fact that there were a great many 
officials who always spoke of the impossibility. of 
carrying the policy through 

After all, he continued, it had achieved a 
great deal. From a population of 40.000 in 
1918 they had grown to something like 650.000. 


In peace and in war sisal has 
remained the principal export of 
Tanganyika, lt still holds that position 
today, although exports of cotton and 
coflee have been well maintained 
during recent years, and gold mining 
remains an important industry.

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by something equivalent, and which will do exactly 
the same thing as the Mandate would.” 

What. he asked, did they expect as a more or less 
satrsfactory solution They expected the possibility 
of considerable immigration—not merely a_ trickle 
of something like 1,500 a month—but one which 
should take care, at any rate, of European Jewry 
and of part of Oriental Jewry in a comparatively 
short period of time—in 10, 12, or 1S years. 

Those who had been to the Zionist Congress 
were struck, as he had been, not so much by the 
level of the debate but by the absence of European 
Jewry. They must, therefore, save whatever could 
be saved of European Jewry and do it quickly 

The second thing which they must re-establish 
was the possibility of close settlement of the land 
of Palestine. Hf nt was not possible to do it on the 
whole of the land it should be made possible in an 
adequate part of the land, “and dont play with 
words,” he added 

He would be in favour of a partition which 
would give them an adequate part of Palestine im 
which they could be their own masters and in which 
they could absorb those people whom they wanted 
to absorb and sull have a margin for development 
im the future 

He thought it was possible and achievable and 
that thoughiful Arabs would eventually under- 
stand it if they spoke ireely 

“It ws no use,” declared Dr... Weizmann, 
“ demanding the whole of Palestine ouiwardly and 
demanding partition mwardly. This * pilpulish’ 
approach to a terrhic problem must cease. We 
deal with a world which wants the cards on the 
table. 

Ihe third condition which, he thought, was 
essential was that there must be in future—in three, 
four, or five years—an expectation of independence 

Public opinion in this country, if one was to 
judge from the press, seemed to be in favour of 
this view, and public opinion tin America was in 
favour of it, and he did not see why, given good 
will, this should not be carried into effect im a 
comparatively Short time-—meaning anything less 
than 10 years 

He believed that this very modest programme was 
one with which the overwhelming majority of Jews 
would be im agreement. Where they disagreed was 
as to the method The only method he advoeated 
was that of patience, endurance, persuasion, and 
hard work 


“] Hate Terrorism’ 


He had. he said, nothing to say about terrorism 
except that he hated it What he had to say 
about it he had said at the Zionist Congress... He 
belreved that it was a danger and a canker which 
might destroy everything which they had built 

He had, said Dr. Weizmann, indicated the sign- 
posis along the road they had to travel. It was a 
slow. difficult road, an undramatic road. lt meant 
building up brick by brick. But it was only this 
method which had brought Palestine to the state 
in which it now. was. 

Dr. Weizmann said that at the Congress they 
stood at the grave of six million Jews. That fact 
never for a moment left his thoughts 

He had, he said, met at the Congress a new 
group of young men They were very energetic, 
very intelligent, and so fiercely patriotic that there 


"was no room in therr brains for anything else. The 


world, said Dr. Weizmann, finished for a good 
many of these young men with their kibbutz. 

[his limitation, he urged, was a source of 
sirength, but it was also a great source of weak- 
ness, and it was his duty to say to them that he 
thought that the system of education in Palestine 
was, tO some extent, responsible for this outlook. 
He did not, he made it clear, mean the school— 
he meant the youth organisation; all the innumer- 
able madrichim who got hold of the soul of the 
young man or woman at its tenderest age. They 
were very patriotic, but very limited, narrow, and 
hercely fanatical. 

They were passing through a dark, cloudy period, 
Dr. Weizmann ended. The clouds would disperse. 
But the only way to disperse them was by work. 

The names of Dr. and Mrs. Weizmann were 
inscribed in the Golden Book to mark thew 
presence at the conference. 7 

he debate was continued; Mr. Berl Locker 
replied, and a number of political resolutions 
were adopted. 

The formal business of the conference was con- 
tinued on Sunday night and Monday. 


CANKER OF THE PARTY SYSTEM 


[By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter] 

Mrs. Rebecca D. Sieff, in an address to the 
Propaganda Commitiee of the Federation § of 
Women Zionists, at the Anglo-Palestinian Club last 
week, Made a spirited attack on the party system, 
which, she said, had grown like a canker in Jewish 

ublic hfe. Although, she declared, some 80 visas 
ad been granted by the authorities in the British 
and American zones in Germany and Austria for 
representatives of the D.P.s to go to Switzerland, 
whoever was responsible for allocating the visas 
did not grant a single one to enable anybody to 
represent the displaced women at the Wizo Con- 
ference, which was held in Basle at the same time 
as Congress. Only one woman D.-P. attended, but 
this was no concession to Wizo as she had already 
secured a visa tor Switzerland. The men, said Mrs. 
Siefl, had taken all the visas for party members. in 
spite of continuous pressure from Wizo. 

The Wizo had become aware of the invidiousness 
of its position as regards the Jewish Agency, Mrs. 
Siefl went on. They were equipped and prepared, 
she said, to do certain and they bitterly 
resented the wastage that was involved when they 
were obliged, because of lack of representation 
commensurate with their importance, to argue and 
plead in the departments for what should be their 
right. They were, therefore, seeking some con- 
stituuonal method to obtain stronger representa- 
tron, which would recognise the special position of 
their world organisation and its vital efforts in 
rebuilding the Jewish National Home. 

Mrs. J. Bloch presided, and descriptions of their 
experiences at the conference were also given by 
Mesdames Behrman and Snowman, and by Miss 
Ansell. Mrs. Brasch, President of the Wizo 
Ol Buda, also spoke.

(HE ureency of the Palestine situation must have weighed 
heavily on the representatives of H.M, Government and 
the Jewish Agency during their recent meetings to discuss 
the future of the Jewish National Home. The bridges’ of 
confidence between the Palestine Government and the 
Yishuv were visibly collapsing one by one. Across the 
eulf came strident tones of threat and defhance;: and still 
there were no augurics O} Policy to reinforce the falling 


cture ol public order. It is a poignant instance of the 
anarchy which ensues when no bond of common purpose 
unites a Government with its citizens For it is a harsh 
snd concrete fact that the Palestine Government and the 
lewish National Home do not hold the ends of life mn 
It is more important to confront this fact than 


fo apportion censufe and weigh up relative blame. Ihe 
mandatory Government ceased to command the Yishuv's 
moral allegiance as soon as it ceased to be mandatory 


4s soon as its enactments in respect of immigration, 
development, and Jewish independence collided with the 
evident purposes and expressed intentions of the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate. Governments do not com- 
mand automatic support; their authority is valid in the 
measure that it is derived from the people's will and 
applied to the people's welfare. In democratic theory the 
aspirations, ideals, and interests of a community are 
reflected in the mind and Spirit of its Government. The 
Palestine Government nowadays embodies no aspiration, 
cherishes no ideal, advances no interest which the Jewish 
National Home regards as valid or of good report. 


lt as this stark separation—which is hardly less conspicu- 
ous between the Palestine Government and the Arabs— 
which has convinced all thoughtful observers in Britain 
that the days of direct rule in Palestine are numbered. 
And it is this fundamental divergence of purpose between 
governors and governed which lends an air of incongruity 
to the ultimatum delivered by the High Commissioner to 
the Yishuv last Tuesday. It is true that citizens owe and 
render to their Government full co-operation in the pre- 
servation of order. But they render this duty to their 
Government. Fulfilment depends on.a moral link between 
the two—upon a sense of reciprocal loyalty and confidence. 
In so far as this existed between the Palestine Government 
and the Yishuv it rested on the international treaty which 
sanctioned British rule and evoked Jewish acquiescence. 
The White Paper swept this away; and the Yishuv, beset 
by a political struggle with Britain, by hostile threats from 
the Arabs, and by the insolent challenge of terrorist groups, 
is called upon to add the prospect of civil war to a cup 
already overflowing with the bitterest hazards 


We could have wished most fervently that the Govern- 
ment had not found it necessary to invoke in its police 
duties the assistance Of Jewish Organisations whom it has 
not infrequently harried, weakened, or virtually proscribed. 
We could have wished that, once the appeal were made, the 
Yishuv’s leaders could have responded with something 
more positive and imaginative than Mrs. Meyerson’s non 
possumus, In such inauspicious circumstances the Govern- 
ment deemed it necessary to deliver their “ ultimatum ” 
which the Yishuv has, understandably, rejected 
is tar more serious than political deadlock; it presages 
hostility In the stark conditions which now prevail 
wishes are merest piety. The Jewish Agency, armed 
with nothing but the forces of moral suasion, is called 
upon to secure the political future of the Yishuv, 
to keep the Jewish banner aloft in the rising tide of 
independent Arab States, to hold back the impulses of 
desperation in the Yishuv’s own ranks—and now to restore 
the security which the White Paper brutally shattered, and 
which the might of an Empire is impotent to maintain! 
Nevertheless, we should be failing in our duty if we did not 
exhort the Yishuv’s leaders to superhuman exertions in an 
effort to suppress the malignant canker of terrorist outrage. 
Eventually they must face the alternative between crushing 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi or being dominated by it. Terrorism, 
1) NOt suppressed, will spread its evil tentacles into every 
nook of the Yishuv’s life and bring corruption and decay 
wherever its touch is felt. 


But it 1s plain in the immediate issue that the only key 
io better days, the sole assurance of a stable order, lies in 
an act OF policy capable of reconciling the citizens of the 
Jewish National Home to the authority of those who rule 
ther tate. All else is patchwork. A mailed fist crashing 
down on the spirits of 600,000 decent, civilised men, 
women, and children is no fitting symbol of a British 
process of government. hk would be grotesque if that were 
Mr. Bevin's answer to his most searching trial; indeed. a 
British Labour Government in that inglorious role is the 
ultimate wony of history! A choice must be made between 
Balfour and Barker between the satisfaction of a great, 
historic ideal and the primitive conceptions of govern- 
ment by rod and rope. These grave issues are in the palm 
of Mr. Bevin's hand, for it is a task for Statesmen, not an 
exercise for soldiers. The chivalrous tradition of British 
arms was not built up across the centuries in order to be 
distorted by such invidious ends. Indeed, it is hard to 
understand why General Barker was ever given the new

lease of power which has been: distinguished by such 
episodes as judicial flogging, death sentences, panic-stricken 
evacuations, and mass requisition. Has the table of 
negotiation nothing to offer which would consign all this 
martial business to deserved oblivion? 

No intelligent observer anywhere questions which way a 
solution ties. Dr. Weizmann returned to the arena last 
week with a frank and lucid formulation. If Palestine is 
to remain a unitary State, then Jews must be free citizens 
of that State, able to settle and labour in any region of it 
in accordance with the Mandate’s full provisions and safe- 
guards. But if, in a bid for compromise, the Jews are to be 
debarred from settlement in great parts of Palestine, then 
at least in the area which remains they must be the masters 
of their fate, enjoying neither more nor less of status 
and competence than is the undisputed lot of the seven 
Arab countries which surround them, To cut them off 
from large areas of the country and confer no absolute 
freedom in what remains, to exact territorial sacrifice 
without compensation in terms of sovereignty, would be 
a poor response to a matchless opportunity. 

The great volume of support which exists in Britain for 
a true partition, settling the scope and area of Jewish 
independence once and for all, must receive Mr. Bevin’s 
earnest attention. This proposal, if jointly sponsored by 
Great Britain and the U.S.A., could win the highest tnter- 
national sanction; and once it had obtained this sanction it 
would have to be respected by Jews and Arabs alike, for 
any disturbance of it would involve an impossible challenge 
to the authority of world society. Mr. Bevin, who has 
staked his reputation on solving this complicated problem, 
would be well advised to overcome his hesitancy and 
demonstrate the statesmanlike courage of a firm conviction 
which the mass of his own countrymen are ready to 
endorse. 


EDUCATIONAL LINKS 

At a time when normal relationships between Britain and 
the Yishuv have been so tragically—and wantonly—inter- 
rupted, it remains more than ever necessary to keep open 
every possible channel of friendly intercourse and communica- 
tion. In no sphere is this more important than in that of 
education. The great task recently undertaken by Unesco 
affords a reminder that the world’s peace depends, more than 
was usually realised in the past, not only on political and 
economic agreement but on intellectual and moral under- 
standing. Does not this lesson apply with exceptional force to 
the particular problem of Jewry in its international setting? 
The Hebrew University of Jerusalem has become a source of 
very legitimate pride to the whole of Jewry, and its rise to 
fame has been widely welcomed also in the non-Jewish world 
of scholarship. The development and extension of its contacts 
with other universities must be of mutual benefit and. bring 
reciprocal advantages to all concerned. Increased support, 
therefore, deserves to be accorded to such schemes as that 
sponsored by the Friends of the Hebrew University for the 
establishment of studentships tenable by its graduates, or junior 
members of its staff, for advanced work in Great Britain. 
In relaxing the present tension, that University has unique 
opportunities. Most gratifying, therefore, is the news which 
we publish this week of the munificent donation of £30,000 
made to its funds by that enthusiastic Zionist worker and writer, 
Mr. Silas S. Perry. Only by such generous support can the 
grand work go forward undisturbed. Perhaps the Rhodes 
Trustees might consider whether one or more of their Scholar- 
ships at Oxford could be granted to graduates of the Hebrew 
University. The Trustees have just announced that, for the first 
tume, two nominations from India are being made, and it would 
be of good augury if this link of fellowship were extended also 
to Eretz Yisrael. 


PRESS COMMENT 

AMONG the duties which necessarily devolve upon a Jewish 
newspaper is that of attempting to keep track of the comments 
in the general press regarding Jewish matters. One cannot but 
be dismayed by the ignorance and prejudice all too frequently 
manifested not only, alas, by some of the better-known national 
organs but also by local or “ family ” journals, which likewise 
exercise considerable influence over public opinion. Letters 
are often printed, signed only with pseudonyms or initials, 
which contain nothing but downright anti-Semitism, revealing, 
from their identity of thought or wording, a common source 
of outside inspiration. Such communications, which obviously 
dw not come within the category of fair comment, should be 
deemed unworthy of publication. There recently appeared, in 
a Northern provincial paper, a letter from a correspondent 
describing an anti-Jewish discussion at his Christmas dinner- 
table. The writer added, with remarkable ingenuousness 
(apparently shared by the editor who accepted the letter), that 
his friends who uttered these vilifications included two 
Germans! Again, how deplorable must be the effect of such 
tendentious headlines—without ffurther  qualification—as 
“Jewish Devilry,” in discussing Palestinian terrorism. It is, 
therefore, with very pleasant surprise that one comes upon 
such a well-written and fair presentation of “ The Problem of 
the Jews ” as that recently contributed to the Winpsor Express 
by its editor. Avoiding both platitudes and prejudices, this 
writer gives an honest and courageous analysis of a public 
question that he recognises can be solved only by clear thinking 
and by dispassionate candour. He points out that the Jews— 
like all other peoples and human beings generally—possess 
both good and bad qualities, which are largely explainable by 
their past history. “The only real solution of the Jewish ques- 
tion,” he suggests, “is to find a way in which they can give 
expression to their valuable gifts and cultivate wheir tradi- 
tions. ... Let us never allow that anti-Semitic emotion, which 
has been so cruel and so evil, to take charge of our minds and 
souls.” If public opinion were more guided by such sane and 
knowledgable counsel, the press would be rendering a truer 
service to the State and to mankind. 


AT CAMBRIDGE 


Ir is intended to hold, at the end of the present academic 
year, a celebration of the 60th anniversary of the foundin, of 
the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation, and of the 10th anpj. 
versary of the opening of the local synagogue. Both thes 
events certainly merit commemoration, and we have itt, 
doubt that past and present members will unite to do thy 
honour to the occasion. In the medieval period, Cambridge 
was one of the earliest English towns inhabited by Jew. why 
then possessed a synagogue very near the present one. Aji, 
the Resettlement, there was for long only slight Jewish cop 
nection with the town. The passing of the University [ess 
Act in 1871 enabled Jews to take thetrr degrees, and wi ih a 
few years the present Congregation was founded. Uniti! com. 
paratively recently, mt consisted almost enurely of members of 
the University, with the addition later of Jewish pupils of the 
Perse School. Services were held only in Term time and jn 
adapted premises, as there was no fully-appointed synadooue 
building. Shortly before the war, the present synagogue was 
opened, and it now serves the needs not only of the fewich 
members of the University but of a large number of other 


Jewish residents. The circumstances of the war broueh: to 
Cambridge a permanent Jewish population quite apart from 
teachers and students of the University, and the synocogye 
forms the centre of many flourishing activities. No- member 
of the Cambridge Congregation can be unmindful of ix 
honoured traditions of Jewish scholarship. The names of 
Solomon Schiller-Szinessy, Solomon Schechter, Israe] Abrg- 
hams, and Herbert Loewe must be a constant inspiration, 


And recently Dr. Jacob Teicher, a scholar with a fine record. 
has been appointed to succeed them in the University Lecture. 
ship in Rabbinics. He has as University colleagues a number 
of other Jewish dons of distinction in varied fields of le. ning. 
Nor can one omit mention of the many men and women now 
occupying leading positions in Anglo-Jewry who were once 
members of the Cambridge Hebrew Congfegation. Ma, the 
fellowship which was forged in their youth be strengthened by 
the forthcoming celebrations' ; 


PARTY vy. CAUSE 


SOME very pointed remarks were made last week hb. Myre. 
Rebecca Sieff the Chairman of the London Executive of the 
Women’s International Zionist Organisation, in the course of an 
address to the Propaganda Committee of the Federation of 
Women Ziomsts. She was rightly critical of the party system 
which exercises far too dominant an influence in the Zionist 
Movement. The specific and important example which she 
gave Certainly indicates how such narrow partisanship militates 
against the supreme interests of the common cause which all 
Zionists should have at heart. When the 22nd Zionist Congress 
and the lith Wizo Conference recently met in Basle, visas had 
to be obtained for the attendance, among others, of representa- 
tives of the D.P.s in the British and American zones of Germany 
and of Zionssts in Poland The governmental authorities 
granted for this purpose some 80 visas to the Zionist office, for 
the latter to allocate to particular individuals. And the whole 
80 of them, declares Mrs. Sieff, were then distributed entirely 
to men on a rigidly party basis! In fact, only one Jewish 
woman was able to attend the Wizo Conference from the 
German camps, and this single representative only because she 
was already a delegate possessing a visa and entitled to go 
in any case. It is a deplorable example of partisan extremism, 
The war-time record alone of the Wizo ill deserved suc!) un- 
gracious treatment. Many of their groups were secretly kept 
going in the Nazi death-camps, and their members forgot not 
their love of Zion until they perished as martyrs to their jaith. 
Elsewhere, their heroic comrades toiled unceasinely for the 
Children and Youth Aliyah, which has rescued 20,000 orphans 
for Eretz Yisrael. It would be superfluous to detail the unique 
contribution of Wizo to the Zionist Movement. Throughout, 
it has been an essentially altruistic yet practical body, and !ack 
of generous appreciation by others must injure the whole cause 
which it exists to serve. 


LEVIATHAN 


THE recent introduction of whale meat into this country nas 
led to some pleasant alliterative discussion in THE TIMES regaré 
ing the subject of “ Leviathan for Lunch.” But these two huge 
denizens of the mighty deep—the whale and the leviathan-- 
although frequently confused in common parlance, should by 
no means be included in the same kettle of fish. Even 
Hebrew, the variant meanings of both tannin and livyathan 
must be very confusing to an ordinary landlubber, But the 
sea-monster which belongs to the order Cetacea is a very poor 
fish, indeed, zoologically it is no fish at all, As an aquate 
mammal, it is, of course, forbidden for food according to the 
Jewish dietary laws, and this has actually necessitated, because 
of the use of whale oil in some margarines, the provision 0! 
special kasher margarine in recent years. On the other hand, 
the creature that was unable to digest Jonah was only a wie 
in the metaphorical sense, being more correctly described 45 4 
great fish. According to legend, mighty as this fish certainly 
was, yet it was by no means so marvellous as the fabuious 
leviathan. The exact scientific classification of the laticr 's 
somewhat difficult to determine accurately, but its honoured 
place in Jewish folk-lore is secure. There is no need to ceclve 
into ancient literature to fathom its wondrous ways, for 1¢Y 
have been described with extraordinary gusto in Louis Un'e™ 
meyer’s graphic poem, “ Roast Leviathan.” This retells, with 
vivid imagery and fine wealth of detail, an apocalyptic vio" 
of the latter days. Together with the re’em, the shamir, the 
the behemot, and other supernatural creatures, the leviat@® 
obeys the final summons. In the last scene of all, the flesh ©! 
the leviathan is served as a banquet to the righteous, whi'c '> 
hide covers the sky and gives them shelter and illuminatio?. 
Alas, these happy times are not yet at hand, for this fabled 
leviathan—as distinct from the Antarctic whale—is, of course, 4 
kasher (though outsize) fish, having fins and scales!

What is truly surprising is that such a 
resolution should have been discussed, but it is an 
ndication of the attempt to debase the Hebrew 
Ribic which has been evident in some Christian 
circles for some ume. 

fhe first three of the volumes listed above are a 
welcome. sign that a counter-movement has set in 
‘> stress the value of the Old Testament, particu- 
larly in the present age. Dr. Robinson was well 
known as a Biblical scholar, and this posthumous 
volume contains a series of lectures Laivered by 
thom at Oxford shortly before his death. His view 
the Seriptures 1s summarised im the statement, 

the Old Testament, in literary form as well as in 
eobstantial content, remains a living book to set 
forth the glory of the everlasting God” (p. 16), 
He writes that “the Hebrew prophets have so 
ereatly influenced religion that they have become 
imcorperated into it” (p. 160), and their realism 

has invested Hebrew piety with its catholicity of 
appeal, and made it the finest vehicle Of the most 
vsiowing idealism which the world contams” (p. 252). 

The author's maim subject is the threefold mode 
of God's self-revelation as taught in the Bible, viz., 
in Nature, Man, and History. In the treatment of 
this theme he elucidates the leading ideas of the 
Hebrew Scriptures with such a wealth of detail 
that hes book is valuable to the student as an 
introduction to Biblical theology. His scholarship 
ss wide and up to date, his exposition clear and 
readable; and n may be confidently predicted that 
the book will Jong be used as a standard work tm 
this field 

The next two books are written for the ordinary 
reader of the-Bible rather than for the student. 
Professor Wright deals trenchantly with those who 
think the Old Testament effete. As compared with 
the other sacred books of- the East, “the com- 
pleteness of this Biblical revclation reveals how 
partial and piecemeal ts the revelation elsewhere " 
(p. 24). He eriticises Christian teachers who 
“make the hasty generalisation that the God of 
Israel was a God of wrath and that one must turn 
to the New Testament to find the great conception 
of a God of love "’ (p. 74). He concentrates largely 
on the messages of the prophets, stresses the dyna- 
mic power ot their doctrines, and expounds their 
appheation to the circumstances of madern Iife. 
In hes wrew, the Old Testament holds forth a living 
lath which has not lost its validity with the 
passage of time. 


The “ Wisdom” Literature 


Stubborn Soil’ limits itself to the ** Wisdom ™ 
hterature—Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, and Job. The 
title derives from a sentence in the first chapter on 
The Hebrew Gems,” viz., The writers of these 
Books drove a shining ploughshare through the 
stubborn soil of human experience, and those who 
are trying to do the same cannot fail to find a 
lascination im their writings.” The author is a 

man who has clearly made a long and close 
tudy of these Books, which he treats with an 
(tractive freshness.

He includes an abbreviated trans- 
lauion, in somewhat modernised form, which adds 
‘to the value of the volume It is intended, he 
expressly states, as a preparation for reading, the

\ll three works are written by Christians and, 
as is to be expected, contain statements unaccep- 
table to the Jew. For all that, they may be recom- 
mended to the Jewish reader, who will study them 
with pleasure and profit.

AMERICAN JEWRY AND PALESTINE 


By Rabbi Dr. 


It is a truism, which, however. it may be useful 
to fecall, that American Jewry is no nearer 
unanimity than other Jewries or world Jewry as a 
whole, so that all generalisations about it iwnore 
some exceptions, and some generalisations ignore 
many But it approximates to a completely valid 
generalisation that American Jewry 1s greatly dis- 
turbed about Palestine in a way which. in some 
cases, mounts to a high pitch of excitement 

Political Jewish nationalism does not, by itself, 
explain it. The majority of American Jews are not 
nationalists in the political sense. Devout national- 
ists have frequently complained that many in the 
Zionist Movement show neither comprehension of, 


nor imtecrest m, HS nationalist philosophy. Ihe 
support which American Jews have given to the 
Zionist Movement has. been largely impelled by 


Philanthropic motives. They have given vast sums 
tor the building up of Palestine in the hope that it 
would supply a place of refuge for persecuted and 
homeless Jews. But Palestine could not help the 
millions of Jews whom the Nazis killed: and it is 
helping only a few of the surviving Jews in Europe 
to escape from their tragic plight The need ofl 
a home for suffering Jews is urgent, but the way 
to Palestine 1s severely restricted; it can easily be 
pictured as blocked. The consequent feeling of 
frustration finds expression angry ol 
Britain. 

In a superficial view of the situation, i 1s easy 
to blame Britain for it. She rules Palestine 
Immigration mto Palestine must, therefore, depend 
on what she does or does not do. The responsi- 
bility for the exclusion of Jews from Palestine can 
be laid on her. First, there was the White Pape: 
of 1939, which limited the immigration into Pales- 
inc to 15,000 Jews a year for five years: then 
came the negative reaction of the British Govern- 
ment to the suggestion that 100,000 Jews from 
Europe should be immediately admitted into Pales- 
tine. The arrests, in June, of members of the 
Agency Executive evoked at the time an outburst 
against the British Government, which seems jo 
have quickly subsided: but the stringent limitations 
on immgration into Palestine remain a constant 
cause of anger. The treatment of the jllegal 
mmigrants has aggravated it greatly. 


Ignoring Important Facts 


The angry criticssm of Britain ignores, however, 
some important facts. The White Paper was a 
mustake, but it did not prevent any considerable 
number of Jews from getting into Palestine who 
could have got there. Shortly after it was issued, 
war broke out. The recommendation of the Anglo- 
American Inquiry Commitice that 100,000 Jews 
should be admitted into Palestine was only one of 
ten recommendations which together constituted a 
unity with the crucial provision that Palestine 
should be nether an Arab nor a Jewish State. 
Unless that provision were adopted, the large-scale 
immigration of Jews into Palestine would have a 
political nationalist imphcation which would be cer- 
tain to evoke the vehement opposition of the Arabs. 
Yet some who criticised Britain for not adopting 
the recommendation to admit 100,000 Jews into 
Palestine confessed that they did not know about 
the other recommendation that Palestine should 
be neither an Arab nor a Jewish State, a recom- 
memiation which both the Arabs and Jewish 
nationalists opposed 

The failure: of the British and American Govern- 
ments to adopt the report of the Anglo-American 
Committee was a mistake for which some American 
Jews who are not Zionists apportion some of the 
blame to the American Government, but many 

ople seem to have been persuaded. that the 
100,000 should have been admitted without refer 
ence to any other recommendations made by the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Committee. One or two 
of the American members of the Committee have 
helped to spread that view. The obvious argument 
against it 1s not by minimising, or Completely deny- 
ing, the danger of a hostile Arab reaction; the 
troubled history of Palestine is forgotten or ignored. 
The same attitude underlies the unmitigated critic- 
ism of the treatment of the illegal immigrants. It

Pales 
Ihe Biltmore Programme 


Ihe aititude ol the nationalists is understand- 
abic: they have been greatly disappointed. Then 
hopes ran hieh during the wat Ihe meeting that 
adopied the Biltmore Programme with us demand 
that Palestine should be made a Jewish = State 
celebrated tts own decision with unrestramed 
excitement and a prolonged ecstasy of rejoicing, as 
ii the words ot the programme established ad 
political fact and those who adopted it had already 
got what they wanted. The nationalists convinced 
ihemselves by their own enthusiasm, and by the 
verbal support they received trom diverse political 
quarters, that after the war they would realise ther 
pohiical in Palestine. When they were con- 
fronted with the realities which prevented them 
they found an outlet for their bitter disappoint. 
ment in angry blame of Britain. The real diff- 
culties and the real problem had to be ignored, o1 
minimised, to justify fully the anger Britam 
becarne to them an oppressor of Jews. They tound 
a ready response in the Americans who cling to the 
tradition ot “ British oppressive-— imperialism 
which originated m 1776, and is enlivened in some 
Americans by the memorics of the conflict over 
Insh Home Rule. That tradiuon explams some of 
the curious things that used to be thought and 
sad in America about the problem in India, and 
has a good deal to do with the things now thought 
and said in America about the similar, though 
smalier, problem Palestine 

In the case of Palestine, moreover, the extreme 
nationalists received further help for their criticism 
of Britain in the urgent sympathy for the suflermg 
Jews of Europe. If only they could go to Pales- 
tine! The question seems never to have been asked 
whether they could all have got into Palestine even 
if its doors were wide open, and what they could 
do there if by some miracle there had been cnough 
room tor them Ihe question has no point for 
Jewish nationalists, and i doesn't seem to have 
occurred to others who have been supporting them 
with the hope that in that way they would belp 
ther suffering fellow-Jews 

There have~ been increasing signs that leading 
Jews in America, meluding Zionists, have begun 
io realise that Palestine cannot by itself solve the 
problem of the homeless Jews, and that homes for 
many of them will also have to be found elsewhere 
So they are giving their support to a movement 
inaugurated by non-Jews to persuade Congress to 
open the doors of America to displaced persons. 
By its implication that. development should help 
to modify the attitude to Britain among those Jews 
who are interested, not in a Jewish State, but in 
saving the homeless Jews on the Continent 

But a speedy sctilement of the Palestine prob- 
lem is urgently needed also for other reasons. So 
long aS it remains unsettled, it will interfere 
with Anglo-American understanding Bul is a 
settlement possible with the temper shown by repre- 
sentatives from America at the recent World Zionist 
Congress in Basle? There is, I think, good ground 
to accept the statement made to me by one who 
speaks with authority, that the majonty of Amert- 
can Zionists would accept a settlement—it might 
even be partition—which is reasonably fai in_ the 
circumstances. And the majority of American non- 
Zionists, too, though they object to a Jewish State, 
would prefer any reasonable solution to the present 
troubled state of Palestine.

ment that they have no policy to put forward 

The Board of Deputies was responsible for the 
setting up of these organisations and it now remains 
for that body to accede to the request made by the 
Rev. M. Jaffe to appoint a sub-committee to investi- 
gate why no hey has been formed and to 
recommend to the Board what work in the future 
should be undertaken on behalf of Anglo-Jewry. 
On the basis of this recommendation, an annual 
budget should be submitted and I have no doubt 
that the community will honour its obligations. 

It was said in the early days of the Jewish Relief 
Unit that its work would “ go down in history to 
the credit of the Anglo-Jewish Community.” ‘That 
remark must still remain true but it can only do 
so on the basis of a policy worthy of the third 
largest Jewish Community of the present-day 


world.

had been due to the desire of the Treasury to 
investigate all the financial aspects of the agree- 
ment and ifs repercussions on Britain's financial 
Structure

Woman in Judaism

NTO this verse of our Sidra the Rabbis have read 

a striking tribute to the Jewish woman For 

when God was about to communicate the 
Decalogue to His people, He asked Moses first to 
teach the Commandments to “ the house of Jacob.” 
namely, the women, and then to the men, “ the 
Children of Israel.” The Midrashic explanation for 
this precedence is interesting: “ Why did He com- 
mand the women first?—Because they are prompt 
in the fulfilment of the Commandments.” Another 
explanation is: So that they should introduce their 
children to the study of the Torah.

HOUGH many daughters im Israe no longer 

seem to be imbued with the sense of respons: 
bility which should be theirs, yet the contmbution 
which they alone can make towards the survival 
of Judaism is more than ever essenual. For Judaism 
has entrusied woman with the task of building up 
the Jewnsh home, consecrating 1 to. the service of 
God and filling nt with the colourtal ceremomes and 
picturesque observances of our tradition. No other 
religion attaches so miuch importance to home lite 
because Judaism realises the tremend®us importance 
of those .earty impressionable years i the life ol a 
child, when it is surrounded by miizvot and pro 
tected by the loving devotion. of sell-sacrifhcimng 
parents A tact of which we cannot be reminded 
too ofien is that the Jewrshness we still. possess 
with all the manitestations of generosity and com 
munal endeavour which it calls into play, 1s not so 
much due to our teachers and preachers as to ou! 
mous mothers, to whom our spiritual welfare was 
of no lesser concern than our physical well-being 
ki was these pious women, this “ house of Jacob,” 
whe cradled us to refreshing sleep with the refrain 
that the Torah was the best “ Schorah 
(merchandise) to acquire; it was these daughters 
of israel that denied the household otf bare necess: 
ties in order to pay the fees of the “ rebbe,’ as 
it was our pious mothers who first taught ds to 
love the Sabbath and festival by preparing the 
home so tastetully to recerve them, and by adding 
zest and flavour to the spiritual atmosphere by 
taxing their delightful ingenuity in the kitchen 
What our mothers did for us, our own wives should 
be asked to do for our children | 


( UR text is the best refutation of the arguments 
one hears even now that Judaism assigns to 
woman a position. inferior to man. As Dr. Trude 

eiss-Rosmarin, in her little book, “* Jewish Women 
through the Ages,” rightly states: “Of course, a 
comparison of the status of the twenteth-century 
American woman with that of the Jewess of two or 
three thousand years ago will lead to the conclusjon 
that the legal and social position of the modern 
woman 1s more favourable than that of the Jewish 
woman of old. Such an analogy, however, 1s 
mproper and unscientific, tor just as we cannot 
draw a line of comparison between the technical 
knowledge and achievements of antiquity and the 
Middle Ages and those of our ume, so also is it a 
mistake to measure the social philosophies and 
legal conceptions of the remote past by the stan- 
dards of our own day.” Moreover, every unbiased 
comparison of the status enjoyed by woman in 
Biblical and Talmudic times with that of her sisters 
elsewhere in the ancient Orient, reveals that the 
social and legal position of the Jewish woman was 
incomparably higher and more favourable. To 
uote Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin again: “ The Hebrew 
Bible assigns to woman the same importance as to 
man, protecting and safeguarding, moreover, her 
security and honour with special laws. It draws, 


however. a line of distinction between the duties ot 


men and women in accordance with their physio- 
logical and psychological differences. The Bible 
accords to women the same basic rights as to men; 
it exempts them, however, from a number of duties 
—and consequently also privileges—which, it was 
felt. would interfere with their special obligations 
as wives and mothers. On the other hand, there 
are exclusive tasks—and consequently privileges— 
reserved for women in which men do not share.” 

It is obvious that there can be no spiritual revival 
in Jewry unless Jewish women are trained in Jewish 
folk-ways and encouraged to take an active part 
in all communal and religious activity. The Jewish 
situation will lose that aspect of tragedy and help- 
lessness it bears to-day if our women will rededicate 
their lives to the welfare of their much-afflicted 
people. Long ago the Midrash believed that 
La’kol min ha'ishah,’ “all depends upon the 
woman.” This opinion will never be proved to be 
wrong.

RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
ANGLO-JEWRY 


Sir R. Waley Cohen Discusses 
Palestine

day evening, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., 
spoke on lhe Responsibilities of the Anglo 
Jewish Community,” in the sersres of public lectures 


hene held under the auspices of the Anglo-Jewish 
Associauion Mr Wilfred S. Samuct was in the 
chai There was an excellent attendance 


Sir Robert said that in order to discuss the 
responsibilities of the Anglo-Jewish Community, 
the first point he would like to emphasise was that 
they embodied two mam components. There was 
the responsibility to Judaism and to the Jewish 
tradition which they itnherned—the obligation to 
hand on the knowledge and understanding of that 
facet of truth and that tradition untarnished by 
their care of it in this generation. 

Then there was the other component—the respon- 
sibility which they owed, as British citizens, to 
their fellow-citizens of other creeds 

A third task had been imposed on them by 
the Balfour Declaration in regard to Palestine, an 
obligation of honour accepted only a quarter of 
a century ago by the British Government and 
endorsed by all civilised nations 

Sir Robert went on to describe some of the 
orgamsations by which the Jewish Community tned 
to fulfil its responsibilities In speaking of the 
orgamsation of their. religious life. he said it 
centred. of course, round the synagoguc, and, 
because of his own mumate connection with it, 
he made special reference to the United Synagogue 
in London. He expressed the hope that perhaps 
in time every synagogue in the country would 
derive extra strength and solidity by forming part 
of a group of synagogues, united together into a 
central religious organisation 

Coming to the second group of responsibilities, 
the speaker said that these were — exercised 
through the community s representative secuilat 
institutions, such as the Board of Deputies and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association Ther functions 
could be said to be divided between those which 
concerned the*relations of the Jewish Community 
with the Government and public authorities and 
those allecting our co-religionists im other parts of 
the world 

Problems of great difficulty did not, fortunately 
artsé in this country except im ome direction, and 
this was a result of the corrupting influence of 
Nazism There had usually been small discredited 


pockets of demoralised individuals who often tried 


to escape from their troubles by the exercise of 
that particularly odious form of hate called “ anti 
Semitism.” The subile propaganda of Nazism 
gave them a new opportunity of spreading tbteir 
infecuion 

The Board of Deputies had undertaken, with its 
Defence Committee, the task of assisting those who 
cared for the soundness of our body politic tm this 
country in inoculating it against these  porsons. 


What Does a Jewish State Mean ? 


Alter dealing with that side of the Board's and 
4 .J.A.s work which concerned the conditions and 
rights of Jews in other countries, Sir Robert came 
to the question of Palestine. One yearned, he sand, 
lor the fulfilment of the policy inaugurated by the 
British Government and endorsed by all the civilised 
nations of the world, of facilitating in Palestine 
the creation of a National Home for the Jews, 
for the benefit not merely of the Jews but of the 
whole of the inhabitants of Palestine and the im- 
poverished regions that surrounded it, and of the 
whole of the civilised world striving for. higher 
standards of trie. On the whole, every Jew could 
be proud of what had already been achieved in 
that country in the economic field, and much more 
lay still ahead, given peace and good government. 

Ziomst hopes and aspirations, went on Sir Robert, 
had grown untl now there was a strong desire for 
what was called a Jewish Staite. No Jew with any 
knowledge of history could wish Jewry to be 
responsible tor a State which exercised discrimina- 
hon in civil mghts. on grounds of race or religion, 
and yet it was difficult to see what a Jewish State 
meant unless there was to be some kind of special 
right accorded to persons of Jewish race or, religion. 
either in their share of government or in thei 
ciuzenship. It looked now as though either by 
Parution or in some other way a so-called Jewish 
Siate and another so-called Arab State’ were to be 
set up. “ Personally, | feel that the best hope of 
that os that « will bring responsible members of the 
two States mto direct personal and responsible 
relations with one another, and their peoples into 
mutual friendships. 

“ All | would like to ask now is that im this 
sphere we should turn our backs on the era of 
shibboleths and, examiming every Palestine prob- 
lem in the light of reason and of true Jewish 
tradition, we enable the Anglo-Jewish Community 
to play a part in the great work of establishing 
peace on a basis fair to Jews and Arabs alike. so 
that the country may progress and realise its great 
possibilities.” 

hat. was. their organisation to fulfil — these 
obligations? added Sir Robert. So far, not yet a 
very perfect one. There was the Zionist Organisa- 
uon, and what was called the Jewish Agency; these 
were international bodies; and there were the Eng- 
lish Zionist bederation, the Palestine Committees 
of the Board of Deputies—all, he thought, at 
present broadcasting the words and thoughts of a 
few very powerful but perhaps not very wise voices. 
There was also the Palestine Committee of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, in which men who cared 
tor and believed in the future of Palestine were 
allowed some expression of other views. But he 
did not think they had yet found the best way of 
giving articulate expression to a broad-based Angto- 
Jewish public opinion in the exercise of their 
responsibilities towards Palestine. That was. in a 
sense, a younger task, and it was not perhaps sur- 
prising that they had not yet evolved an organisa- 
on as adequate to fulfil it as the other great 
mstitutions of Anglo-Jewry were to the fulfilment 
of their nearer home. He

modern child reads less. and’ is less imchned to 
sorrous Study than were thus forebears We read. 


for mstance, that Queen Elizabeth at the age ol 
cht knew both Latm and Greek and wrote ietters 
correctly n both these languages to her royal 
fathe Much tate in Victorian times, we know 


that boys and girls could write correctly, and in 
copperplate handwriting whole pages of com- 
Ihe hithe Brontés, for example, at ages 
now considered as smitantile. edited and produced 
ihe journals. as well as learnt dutifully all the 
catechisms and church knowledge that their father 
imparted to them 

In holding the modern child up tor obloquy in 
ihis matier, it must be. emphasised that his dis- 
towards study. of even towards serious 
reading, was most probably shared, if not sur- 
passed. by hes predecessors. For such has been the 
progress m the technique of education that many 
chhridren to-day are eager to know about a. whole 
variety of things, but they do not want to bothe: 
overmuch to tind out about them. The whole trend 
ol education, not only for children but fo: adults. 


‘s towards samplification of information, and the 
presentation of pre-digested facts 

The film and the radio. of course, play priority 
roles om this Process and when if 1s borne m mind 
that the child who to-day may not read as closely as 
his prototype in Victorian times nevertheless sysiem- 
atically follows wireless programmes which contain, 
as subject matter, far more advanced knowledge, 
the charges against him appear less serious. The 
almost amazing advance in technical knowledge 
has by no means outstripped the youth of to-day. 
On the contrary, apart from specialists in any field, 
most boys and many girls can out-do their elders in 
expert knowledge of highly-technical subjects. Even 
the histerically-minded boy and girl have. oppor- 
tunities to-day for learning history more intelligently 
and more relevantly than formerly. And in the 
cinema he amplifies his knowledge by visual pic- 
cures which, even if they are inaccurate, nevertheless 
serve to fire his imagination and arouse his curtosity 
and critical ability 

The real fact of the matter is that children to-day 
have other means than books whereby to acquire 
knowledge The breadth of knowledge acquired 
through such vehicles as the film and the wireless ts 
far greater than could have been the limited book- 
knowledge of boys and gris of a past age But 
admittedly there is a loss: the _ well-informed 
yourgsier of to-day very often falls down bad! 
on sheer literary grounds. He is backward bot 
in expressing himself in his own language and im 
his appreciation of the words that go to make up 
his literature The child who, although he may 
know the background of Elizabethan life in detail 
and be capable of visualising the conditions unde 
which the drama of that day was evolved, 1s often 
ignorant of the beauties of the words that go to 
make the Shakespearean plays. He knows all the 
plois, but none of the lines, and loses the essence 
of what is immortal 

The crucial test is what mankind is evolving by 
iis educational processes. If the aim ss individual 
character, then there is much to be deplored in the 
loss of a love of Jetters and the lack in the modern 
child's life of the personal eff6rt. Our children 
to-day may not read as much as formerly, and they 
are not thereby necessarily less intelligent or less 
well informed. But are they as fully integrated and 
as spiritually contented as before? 


SEFARDIM AID EUROPE’S JEWS

the Continent was drawn by Miss Amy Zahl, 
Director of Immigration for Austria for the 
American Jewish: Joint Distribution Committec, at 
a reception given by Mr. Oliver Sebag-Monitchore 
at tus home at 22, Broadlands Road, Highgatc. last 
week. The function was for members of the Sefardi 
Community in support of the Central British Fund 
Appea! 

Miss Zahi. who had just returned from Austria, 
described the conditions in the camps, and the dis- 
itusionment and despair of the refugees They 
urgently needed material and moral support. 

Mr. Sebag-Moniefiore, who presided, said that 
ther Sefard: Community was the only one im 
Europe which had not been ravaged by war, and 
appealed for all-out support for uprooted 
European Jewry 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore (one of the Treasurers 
of the Fund) described the Fund's aims and 
achievements

Mt. Carmel also 
asked for the Miizvah, but a voice from heaven 
rang out and said: “tt ws not God's will that the 
Shechinah should rest upon high mountains who 
argue and dispuic, but Sinai which is the smallest 
and of least importance shall have the privilege.” 

When the day arrived—the first day of the third 
month—only Moses was allowed to go up the 
mountain. Liehtning flashed and thunder rumbled 
and the people were overcome with emotion. Betore 
even’one word ot the Commandments was uttered. 
ihey cried: “ All that the Lord hath said, we will 
do and we will hearken.” 

The Ten Commandments are so closely inter-
